COSTLV TISUSTS. 


One of the most valuable witnesses' 


who has testified before the Industrial 
Commission, since it tackled the trusts, 
was P. E. JDowe, president of the Com- 
mercial Traveler's National League, 
lie presented SOJIB startling figures. 
Ho stid the formation of trusts wonld 
throw 35,000 drummers out of work 
aud reduce tho pay of 25,000 who would 
keep their job?, which would mean a 
loss to the men in saleries of $(50,000,- 
000; 
a loss to the railroads of the 


country of 
$21,000,000, and 
to the 


hotels of $28,000,000. Air. Dowe gave 
details of the number of men knocked 
out of places by recently formed trusts, 
and read a list showing the absurdity 
of the claim thut the general tendency 
of trusts is to lower prices. This list, 
which was obtained from drummers 
recently in the trades i.amed, showed 
the following increases in price dir- 
ectly traceable to trust control: Iron 
pipe 100 percent; (in aud enamelnd 
ware, 33 per cent; cimir?, 30 per cent; 
nil.b-r, 14 per cent; tin plate, 30 per 
cvjit; ua'.vs paper, one-quarter to one- 
half cent per pound; book paper 5 to 
10 percent; common soap, 25 to 50 
cents a bix; flint glass bottles, 10 per 
cent; clock-, 60 per onrit; metal goods, 
•25 percent; brushes, 1:>1,U per cent; 
combs, 7.l.j per cent, aud ribbon?, 10 
per cent. In the few cases in which 
trusts have reduced prices, it. has been 
done, not to tbo benefit of the con- 
sumer, but to drive out competition.

;armoil of anger over the cowardly 
murder of Charles Deias, a bar tender,

rain and rai.i^d a near by saloon, de- 
molishing bo*ues and furniture and 
after an altercation with Charles Deiss, 
he protesting bartender, shot him 
down in oold bloed. They then fled to 
he train and mingled with the other 
loldiers. The irain was about to leave 
when it was surrounded by angry 
Citizens, who demanded the murderers, 
Sheriff McDeid and District Attorney 
t'an Dazer were unwilling to permit 
ihe train to leave until the guilty ones 
were in their hands. \Ybile the officers 
n cbarge would not recognize the 
authority of the county officials to 
lold the traia, they consented to stop 
ong enough 
to make a thorough 


earch. 
Major Noble, who was in command, 


.id all in his power to find the culprits 
nd hand them over to the Sheriff, 
ailing out the soldiers and subjecting 
hem to a thorough inspection three 
times.
